Whi'st relations of umity continue to exist Ve- 
t ween the C uited t^tatis andall foreign powers, w ith 
svme of them grave questions are depending wl.ich 
ni.iy require the cot.stdcralion of Congress. 

Of tucj qui-sti ui.o, the most important Uthal 
which has arisen out of the uegotutioms with *J.-ea' 
Britain iu regard to CeatrM America. 

Hy the conve-niion conclude 1 between the two 
governments on ll. • 19tb of Ajiri!, 1950, both par- 
ties covenanted that “neither will ever" occupy, or 
birtify, or eoUnizr, or assume, or exercise anj' d >- 
miuiun over Nicangna, Co*ta Rica, the Nto-oiuito 
Coast, or any part of Central America. 

It was the uudo'abteU uuderstandiugof the Unlteil 
States, in making this treaty, that all the rire.-«nt 
States of the former republic of Central .Vmeiica, 
and th-.‘ entire ‘erritory of each, wotiH hcncefuth 
enjoy complete independence; and that both ton-

But for thi* undei- 
stauding of the force and effect of the convention, 
it w-mldAiever have h.-en concluded by us. 

So clear was the understanding on tbc pat t of 
tl.e United States, that in corrcspoudence conlvui- 
poranoou* with the jatificafion of the convention, 
it was dlsiinclly expressed, that the mntual cove- 
nants of non-occupation were not inteudee. to ap- 
ply to the British ebUblishiuent at the Balize. This 
qualification is to be ascril>ed to the fact tliot, in 
virtue of successive treaties with previous sover- 
eigns of the country. Great Britain had obtained a 
concession of the right to cut mahogany or dyc- 
wnodsat the Balizs, but with poxilive eacluoion of 
;tll domain or -oveielgnty; and thus it confirms the 
natural cocstructi:>u and uudersloo'd import of the 
treaty as to the rest of the region to which the 
stiimlatioDS applied. 

It. however, becara* apjiarent, at an early day- 
after entering upon the discharge of my [ire-seut 
functions, that Great Britain still continued in the 
exercise or assertion of large authority in all that 
pan of C-‘ntraI America commonly called the Mos- 
qnito coas*, and covering the entire 'length of the 
biaie of Nicaragua, and a part of Costa Rica; that 
she regarded the Ballze ns her abM.Iute domain, 
and w:u gradually extending its limits at the ex- 
pense of tiieStatjof llcndurus; and that she had 
lormaliy colonized a considerable insnlur gtcu|i 
known as iht Bay Islands, and belonging, of right, 
to that St'ite. 

-All these acts or protcusious of Great Britain be- 
ing contrary to the rights of the States of Central 
AmeiicK, and to the manifest tenor of her sti[.ula- 
tions wiih the United States, as anderstood by 
this government, have been made the subject ol 
negotiation through the American Minis' t-r it; L'n- 
doii. I transmit here viib t e iiistructions to him 
on tiie stBiject, and the correspondenca between 
him a id the British Secretary fur Foreign Affwira. 
by which vou will perceive that tlie two govern- 
ments diiTor widely and irreconcileably as to the 
cr.nstrnc ion of the convention, aud its effect on 

irrespective relations to Central America 

<-rcat Britain so coustrnes the convention, as to 
...aintain uuch.mged all her jircvi >us pretensions 

• ''• -.rt):e Mosquito coast, aud iu different parts of 

Cctrul Am rica. Th°se profesrious as to the Mos- 
quito coist, are founded on the as--aniption of I'oliti- 
ca! relation l>etween Great Britain aud the remnant 
<if a tribe of Indians on that coast, entered into at a 
timew'uin «k« whole country was a colonial pos- 
session of tspain. It tia g-accessfiiUv contro- 

verted, that, by the public law of Luiop® and Amer- 
ica, no possible act of such Indians or their prede- 
cessor ; could confer on Great Britaia any political 
rights. 

Great Biitain does i.otal'cgc the assent of Spain 
as the origin of her Claims on tae Mosquito coist. 
Shells*, on the contiary, by repeated sud suc- 
cessive tre.ities, leno i'ivcd and relinquished all pre- 
tentions of her own, and recognized the fuil and 
sovcixigii ritrbts of Spain in the most uni q.iivorsl 
term-;. Yet these pietcntions. so without solid 
foundation in the be-giiming, and thus reticati dlv 
abjured, were, at a recent period, k viv< d by Great 
B itaio, against the Central Americau Stuto . the 
legitimate successors to all the rncitat [Uiisdic- 
tion of Spain in that region. They were first ai>p’ie d 
only to A defined part of tae coast of Nicaragua, af- 
terwards to the whole of its Atlantic coast, and last- 
ly to a part of the coast of Costa Rica; and they are 
uo-A- re-as-wited to th.s extent, notwithstandiag en- 
gagements to the Uuised States. 

Oil the caitern coast of Nicaragua and Ccsta Ri- 
ca, the interference of Great Britain, thuagli exett- 
cd at one time in the form of military oecnpation 
of the port ut San Jaai del Norte, then in the 
peaci ful posftessioii of the appropiiate autboritirs 
of the Central American Stales, is now presented 
by her us t.ie rightful cxercL'e of a protectorship 
over the .Musqu.to tribe of Indians. 

But the estuhlisbuicnt at the Baiise. now r ach- 
ing beyond its treaty limits into the htate oi lion- 
duras, an thut of the Bay Islon-ls ajipertaiuiug of 
right to the same State, are as distinctly colonial 
governments to. those of Jamaica or Canada, a’ d 
therefore contrary to the very letter and tbespirithf 
convention with the Un.ted States, as it was at the 
time of ratification, an<l now i*, understood by this 
goveniment. 

Til ‘interpretation which the BritLh government 
tliu.-i, in assertion sud ect, pcislsts in asorihiug to 
the convention, sntirdy changes its character. 
tVh'Je It huidaus to our 'obligations, it iu a givat 
mea.sare relc scs Gr<-ct Britain fioiu those which 
const itnted the cousi'leraUou of this Goveinment 
for entering into the rouTenticu. It is impoasible, 
in my judgment, for the United Statesto acquiesce 
in s'jch a csnstructiou of the r«-peciive relations of 
the two Goveruroeutsto Central America. 

To a renewed cal! by this government upon 
Great Britain, to abide by, aud ca.*ry into t-Qect, 
tlie stipulations of tbc convention according to its 
obvious import, by withdrawing fiom the poa-<-H- 
sioii or colonization of portions of the Central 
American State* of Uonduras, Nicaragua, and 
C-H>ta Rica, the British government has at Uugth 
replied, affirming that the operation of the treaty is 
prospective only, aud did not require Great Britain 
to abandon or contract any [iob.sessious heM bv her 
in Central America at the date of its C'jnclusiou. 

The reply sukstitutCM a partial issue, in the place 
of the general one presented by the United States. 
The British government pHSsss over the qurstion of 
th* rights of Great Britain, real or supposed, in 
Central America, and aiwnmes that she had such 
rights at the date of the treaty, and that those 
rights c mpreben-’ed the protectorship of the Mos- 
quito Indians, the extended jurisdiction aud limits 
of the Ballze, aud theJcolony*,of the Bay Lslands, and 
thereupon proceeds by implication to infer, that, if 
the blipii!aiioti.s of the treaty be merely future in 
effect. Great Britain may still continue to hold the 
oontested portions of Central America. The Uni- 
ted State* caiiuut ailmlt either the inference or the 
premises. We steadily deny, that, at the date ot 
the treaty, Great Britain had any possessions there, 
other than the limited and [recniiar establishment 
attheBalize, au>I maintain that, if she had any, 
tliev were surrendeieJ by the convention. 

This government, recognizing the obligations of 
the treaty, iias of course desired to see it exeenUd 
in good faith 'uy both parties, aud in the discussion, 
therefore, has not looked to rights, which we 
might assert, indcpeudeutl^’ of the treaty, in con- 
aideration of our geographical position and of other 

• ircamstaiices, which create for us relutious to the 
Central American States, different from those of 
any government of Europe. 

Toe British government, in its last comn.unica- 
,ion, although well knowiug the views of the Uni- 
ted Si ate.s, still declares that it secs no reason why 
a conciliatory spirit may not rnuble the two gov- 
•rnroentsto overcome all obstacles to a satislactury 
adjuslmcnt of the subject. 

As--ured of th- correctness of the cunstnicli-in ol 
the treaty constantly adhered to by this goveru- 
me it. and resolved to insist on the rights of the 
United States, yet actuated also by the same de- 
sire, which is OM'Ded by tbe Brilis'o Government, to 
remove all ca-’s-.'s of seriuns inisuudersUi.diug be- 
tween iwu uaituus associulea by SO many tics ui In- 
terest and kindred, ii has app>-ared to me proper 
not to consider an amieabte solution of tbe contro- 
versy hopeless. 

Tiiere i*, however, reasm to appr-heud, that 
with Great Britain in actual occupation of the 
disp-ated territories, and the treaty therefore [irac- 
tically null, so for as regards o'.ir rights, this inter- 
natiuuul difficulty cannot long n-main undeter- 
mlntd, without involving in serious danger the 
fri-jiidly relations, which it is the interest os well 
os the duty of countries to sheiish and preserve. 
It will aft'oid me siucerc gratilicatioa, if future ef- 
forts shall result iq the squcLSs, anticipated bereto- 
far* with more GoEbdeoce than the aspect of the 
case permi'iS me now to sutertaio. 

RECRL'ITMEXT. 

One other subject of discussion between the 
United States aud Great Britain has grown out of 
the attempt, which the vxigeucies of the war iu 
which she ia engaged with Russia induced her to 
make, to draw recruiU from the United States. 

U is tbe traditional un-1 settled policy of the 
United States to maintain i.iipartiul neutrality 
during the wars, which from time to time occur 
among the great p wers of t!ic worid. Bcrfoira- 
iug all tbe duties of neutrality towards the respec- 
tive belligerent States, we msy reajonably ex'pect 
them uol to intericre with onr lawful enjoyment of 
its benefits. Notwitlistan'ling tbe existence of such 
histilities, our citizens retain the individual right 
to coutinue all their accustomed pursuits, by aud 
or by se t, at horue or abroad, guliject only to fuch 
restrictious in this relation, i s th* lavs of vrar, the 
usage of nations, or special treaties may Imiiosi-, 
and it is our * ivereign right that our territory and 
jurisdiction shall not be invaded by either of the 
lielligerent patties, for tiie tr-iusit of their arudes 
the operations of their IJeet , the b-vy of troops for 
their service, tlir- fi'.tiug out of v.rui*c™ bv or a.^sirst 
tiiUcr, or sny other act or iccldint of war. And 
these undeniable lights of mutrali y, individual 
aud national, tbc United Btates will under no ct- 
camstances surreiidei'. 

In pursuance of this policy, tho laws of the UjI- 
ted States do not forbid their citizens to sell to ei- 
ther of the uelligcrent powers articles, contraband 
of war, or to take mnnilions of war or soldiers on 
board their private shijis for transportation; and al- 
though, in so doing, the individual citigen exposes 
his properly or pel si'P to eome of the hazards of 
war, hi* act* do not involve any bre-ich of national 
neutrality, nor of themselves iroj-licate the govern- 
ment. 'Thus, (inring the progre.-s* of the preetnl 
war iu Europe, our citizens have, without national 
refponsibilily therefor, sold guDjmwder aud arms 
to all buyer*, regardless of the destination of those 
artie'ea. Our aerchantmen have been, aud still 
continue to be, largely employ d by Great Britain 
and by France in transpoiting troops, provisions 
and munition* of war to the principal seat of mili- 
Ury operalioDs. and in bringing home their sick 
and wonnded soldiers; but *neh use of our meresn- 
til* marine is not interdicted either by the interna- 
tional, or by our municipal law, and therefore doea 
not compromise our neutral relation* with Unssia. 



Bat our municipal law, in accordance with the ! 
law of nations, percmj'torily forbids, not only for- 
eigners, but oar own citizens, to fit oat, within the 
lunits of the United States, a vessel to commit hoa 
tilitks a?ainst any State with which the United 
States are at [leace, or to increase the foice of any 
armed vessel intenoed for such hostilities against a 
friendly .State. 

Whatevor concern may have been felt by either 
of the belligerent powers least private armed cruisers 
or other ve.sstls, in tlie service of oae might he fitted 
oat iu the ports of this country to depredate un tbe 
properly of tl,e other, all sacli fears have proved to 
be utterly groundless. Our citizens have l>een 
witheld from auy such act or purpose by good faith 
and by respect for the law 

While the laws of the Union are thus peremptory 
in their prohibition of tbe equipment or armament 
of belligerent cruisers in onr ports, they provide 
nut less absolutely that no person shall, within the 
territory or jurisdiction of the United States, enlist 
or enter himself, or hire or retain anotherpersou to 
enlist or enter himself, or to go beyond the limits or 
jurisdiction of the United Slates, with intent tn be 
unlisted or entered, iu the service of any foreign 
Stale, either as a soldier, or as a mariner or seaman 
on board of uuj' ve.ssel-of-war, letter of marque, or 
p. ivatcer. -And these ecaciments are ia strict coa- 
forniity with the law of nations, which declares 
lliat no State has the right to raise troops for land 
or sra service, in ao-alher State, without itsconsent, 
and that whether lurbiddtu by the municipal law 
^ or not, the very attempt to do it, without .siich con- 
J scat, is an attack on the national sovereignty. 

Such being the pu. lie lights and the municipal 
law of the United States, cu solicitude on the sub- 
ject wes unU.rtaiDs<l bv this government, when a 
year since, t.ic British Uarliameut pasted an act to 
provide for the enlistment of foreigners in the mili- 
tary service of Great Britaiu. Nothing on the face 
of the act, or in its public histe.-y, indicated that the 
Eritisb government proposed to attempt recruiting 
iu the United Slates; nor iliJ it ever give iutimation 
of »uc:t intention to thi- government. It was a 
matter of sui prise, tberefoi v, to find, suhscqueiitly, 
that the engagen.ent of persons within the United 
State* to proceed to Halifax, in the Biitish proviccej 
of Nova Scotia, aud there enirit in tbe service u 
Great Brilian, was going on extensively, with little 
or no disguise. Ordinary legal steps were immedi- 
ately taken to arrest and pauLsU parties concerned, 
and to put an end to acts infringing the niuuicipnl 
law and derogatory to our sovereignty. Meanwhile 
suitable rcpreac-ctaticns on the subject were ad- 
dressed to the British government. 

Thsrrupon it became known, by th* admission 
of tbs British govenimeBt itself, that th.- attempt 
to draw recruits from this country originated with 
it, or at least bad its approval and sanctinn; bat it 
also appeared that the public agents engaged in it 
had “stringent iastnictioas” not to violate the 
iminicipal law of the United States. 

It is difficult to understand bow it should have 
been supj'o-ed that troops cenid he raised here by 
Great Britain, without violation of the municipal 
law. Tbe unmistakable object of tbe law was to 
prevent every such act, which, if performed, must 
be eitiierin violation of the law, or in studied eva- 
sion of it; and, in either alternative, the act done 
would be alike injurious to tbe sovereignty of the 
United State?. 

In the meantime, t'le matter acquired additional 
importance, by tbe recrnitments in the United 
Ststis not being discontinued, and the disdosnre 
of the fact that they were presented upon a system- 
atic plan devised by ofllcial authority; that recruit- 
ing riudizvuus bad been opened iu our principal 
cities, and depots for the reception of reernit.* es- 
tablished on onr frontier; aud tbe whole businea-i 
coudneted under the supervidon and by Ihetcgn- 
l.nr co-opciation of British officeis, civil and milita- 
ry; some ia the North .American provinces and 
so’me in the United Stairs. Tbe complicity ol 
thi?se officers iu an undertaking which could only 
be accomplished hr defying our laws, throw log sus- 
picion over our attitude of neutrality, and disre- 
garding ourleiritoi ial rights, is conclusively proved 
by thj evidence elicited on the trial of sucli of 
th«ir aget:ts zb have been apprehended aad con- 
victed. Some of the officers thus implicated are 
of high official position, and many of them beyond 
our jurisdiction, so that legal proceedings could nut 
reach the source of tbc mischief. 

These considerations and the (het that the cause 
of Com; laint was no', a mere casual occurrence, but 
a d«rlil>crate design, tuicrtd npoii with lull know- 
ledge of onr laws and national jiolicy, and conduct- 
ed by responsible public functionaries, impelled me 
toi'icsent tbe case to the British govermitent, in 
order to eecute not only a cessation of the wr'>ng, 
but its rennration. The subject is still under dis- 
cur-sion, the result of which wdl be co.-nmuaicated 
to yon in due time. 

BFITISII RELATIO.KS — CONTINCEI). 

I repeat tho recomiiiendation submitted to the 
last Congre s, that provision be made for the ap- 
p intmeut of a commisaioncr in counaiion -with 
(I.-eat Biitaiu, to suivi-y and establish tbe boundary 
line which divide* the Territory of Washington 
ft'om the conlignons British possrsaions. 

Uy retwou of the extent and itupoitance of the 
cou'ilry ia dispnte, there (hu been imroiuent daugcr 
of collision between the citizerr* ^ Um. UuiteJ 
ritales, including their respective authori'ics in that 
q arter. Tlie prospect of a speedy arrangement 
has contributed hitherto is iiidnce on both sides 
forbearance to assert by force what each tlalnis as 
aright. Continuance of delay oa the part of the 
two governments to action in the matter will in- 
crease the dangers sn'l difficulties of the co'L.tro- 
versy. 

Mi'undrrstanding exists as to the extent, charr.es 
ter, and value of the possessory rights of the Ilud- 
s.in’s Bay Company, and the [iroperty of the Pu- 
get's So'iiid .A''ricnltur.U Company reserved in onr 
treuty with Great Utitaln relative to the Territory 



ed, and some progrc;;* has Iteen made in seenring 
the redress of wrongs compl-aiucd of by this gov- 
ernment. Spain ha.s not only disavontJ and dis- 
approved the conduct of the officeis who illegally 
seized and detained the steamer Black Warrior at 
Havana, bat has also jiaid the s'ain claimid asiu- 
ckmniiy for tbe loss tlieiehy inflicted on citizens of 
the Uniisd States. 

In consequence of a destructive hurricane, which 
visited Cuba iu 1844, the Hopicme authuri y of that 
island isaiicd a cecree, perniitting th? importation, 
for the period of six months, of certain huildiag 
materials and provisions, I'rcv of dutv, hot revoked 
it when shout bal* lit. period oaly had elapsed, to 
the injury of citizens of the United Sta.-es, who had 
proceeded to act on the iHith of that decree. The 
.Spanish government refused indemniCcatiou to the 
patties aggrieved until recsittly, when it w„s as- 
se..ted to, payment being promised to be loauc so 
soon as the amonnt due can be a-certaiced. 

SatUfaction claimed for the arrest and search of 
the steam- r El Dorado, has not yet been accor.led, 
blit tiiere is reason to believe that it will be, and that 
cast , with others, cocliuucs to be urged oa ilte at- 
tention t f the Spanish government. I do not aban- 
don the hope of concluding wi h Spain some gener- 
al arrangement, which, if it do not wholly prevent 
tlte recurrence of difficulties in Cuba, will render 
them less frequent, and whenever they shall occur 
facilitate their more spee-Iy scUlsmcat 

MEXICO. 

Theiutcrposilion of thi." govercmint has b en in- 
vokt'l by many of it- citizens, on account ofinjuries 
dune to their persons and property, for which the 
Mexican rcpnblic is responsible. The unhappy sii- 
unlion of that country, for some time past, has not 
alijwed its government to give dae consideration to 
claims of private reparation, and has appeared to 
call for and justify soiue forbearance in such ntat- 
ters on the part of tVi-i government. Bat, if the 
revolutionary movements, which have lately occurr- 
ed in thut republic, and tie organization of astoplo 
gevernmeut, uig- nt appeals to it* justice will then 
be hoped, with success, for the redress of all com- 
plaints ol our citizens. 

CENTRAL aHERICl. 

In icgard to the American republics, which, ftom 
their proximity aad other cousiderations, have pe- 
culiar relations to this government, while it has 
been my coastaut aim strictly to observe ;ill the 
obligations of political ftieudsliip . nd of good 
nc ghborhood, oliHtacles to this have arisen in some 
of them, from their own iusnfficieut power to check 
lawle.si eruptioa,-*, which in effect throws most of 
the task on the United State*. TLn.s it is that lb* 
distracted internal condition of tbe State of Nicar- 
agua has made it incumbent on me to ap-peal to tbe 
good faith of o-ar citizens to ab-itaia from unlawful 
iuterventi'On in ila affairs, and lo adopt preventive 
measure* to the same end, which, on a similar occa- 
sion, had the best results iu reassuring the peace of 
the Mexican ••tales of Sonora and L'lwer California. 

TKEATIES. 

Since the last se.-<'ion of Congress a treaty of 
amity, commerce and navigation, and for the sur- 
render of fugitive criminals, with the kingdom of 
the Tw ) S'cilics; a treaty of friendship, commerce 
and uavigation with Nicaragua; and a convention 
of commercial reciprocity with the Hawaiian king- 
dom, have been negotiated. Tbe latter kingdom 
and the State of Nicaragua have also acce 'cd to a 
declaration, recognizing as iutcruutional rights the 
principles contained in the convention between the 
United States aii'l Russia of t’lC 2’Jd of July, 1854. 
These treaties and conventions will be laid before 
tbe Senate fur ratiticution. 

TREASCRV. 

The statements made in my last annual uieg.-agc, 
respecting the anticipateil rcceipia and expendi- 
tures of ths Treasury, have been substantially 
verified . 

It appears from the report of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, that the receipts during the lust fiscal 
year, ending Juue 30, 18.55, from all sources, wi re 
sixty-five miliion three thonsand nine hundred and 
thirty dollars; au-i that the public e.xpenditure for 
111 *- same period, exclusive of payments oa account 
of the public debt, amonnted to fifty-six million 
three hundred and sixty-five thonsand three hun- 
dred and ninety-three dollars. Daring the same 
period the payments nude in redemption of the 
public debt, including interest and preu-inni, 
amounted to nine million eight hundred and forty- 
four thousand live l.undreJ and twenly-eight dol- 
lars. 

The balance in the Treasury at the l>egin;ii ug of 
the present fiscal year, .July 1, 1855, was eighteen 
million nine hundred and thirty-ote thonsand nine 
hundred und seventy -six dollars; the riceiptsfnr the 
first quarter, aud the estimated receipts for the re- 
maining three quarters, amount, together, to rixty- 
seven million nine hnndr- d and eighUen thousand 
seven hundred and thirty-four dollars; thus afibrd- 
ing iu all, as the available resourcca of the current 
fiscal year, the sum of eigbty-.six m liiou eight hun- 
dred and Qfty-si.x thousand seven hundred and ten 
dollars.

1 remain of the opinion that tbe United States 
onght not to submit to the payment of Sound dues, 
not so uiucli because of tbc amount, whi.’h is a sec- 
ondary matter, but because it is in effect the recog- 
nitioD of tbe right of TFvniaark to treat one of the 
great maritime highways of nations as a close .«ea 
and the uavigation of it as a p.ivilcge for which 
tribute may be imposed upon those who may have 
orezsion to use it. 

This government, on a former occasion not unlike 
the [irrseut, signalized its deteimination to maintain 
the f eedom of the seas, and of the gieat natural 
channels of navigation. Tbe Barbary States had, 
for a long time, coerced the payment of tribute 
from all nations whose ships frequented the kledi- 
terrauean. To the last demand of such payment 
made by them, the United States, although autfer- 
iug less by their depredations than many other na- 
tions, returned tbe explicit answer, ]that we i. referred 
war to tribute, and thus opened the way to the re- 
lief of the commeree of the world from an ignomin- 
ious tax, so long submitted to by the far more pow- 
erful nations of Europe. 

If the manner of payment of the Bonn I due* 
differ from that of the tribute formerly con edod 
to the Barbary Slates, still their exaction by Den- 
mark has no better foundation iu right. Each was 
iu its origin nothing but a tax on a common n.ttn- 
ral light, extorted by those, who were at that time, 
able to obstmet tbe free and secure enjoyment of it, 
but who no longer pos.-ess that jinwer. 

Denmark, while resisting our assertion of tbe 
freeaom of i!ic Baltic Sound and Belts, has indica- 
ted a readiooss to make some new arrangement un 
tha subject, a~d hasioviied the governments Inter- 
ested, inclading the United Sute, to be represented 
iu a convention to assemble for the pnrjKise of re- 
ceiving aad coDsid. ring a proposition, which she 
ieteiids to submit, for tbe capitalization of the 
S<'itnd dnes,aud the distribulloD of the sum to he 
[laid a* com mutation among the government*, ac- 
cording to the respective |>rupoi tions of their ma- 
ritime commerce to and from the Baltic. 

I have declined i . behalf of the United States to 
accejjt this invitat on, for the most cogent reasons. 
One is, that Denmark dots not offer to snbmit to tbe 
convention the qn stion of her right to levy the 
boiin i dnes. A kccond is, that if tbe convention 
were allowed to take cognizance of that p articular 
qnwsttou, still it wonld not be competent to deal 
with the great iuternalioDal principde involved which 
affects the right in other cases of navigation and 
uomuiercial freedom, ss well as that of access to the 
liaitic. Above all, by the express terms of the 
prupOkitioD, it is contenjpilutcd that the considera- 
tion of the Sound dues shall bs commingled with, 
and made subordinate to, a matter wholly extrane- 
ous— tbc balance of power among the governments 
of E'lropc. 

While, however, rejecting this preposition, and 
insisting on the right of free transit into and from 
the Baltic, I have expressed to Denmark a willing- 
ness, on tlie part of tljc United i^iates, to share ii- 
berally with other powers iu compensating her for 
any advantages whicb commercF shall hereafter 
derive from ( xpenditures made Ljr her for tbe im- 
provement apd safety of the navagation of the 
Sonnd of Brl s. 

I lay before yon, herewith, ..undry doenments on 
the subject, in which my views are more fully dis- 
closed. ShouM no satislactory ai rangeuieut be soon 
concluded, I shall ugi.in call your attention to tbe 
subject, with a tecommeedatiou of such measures as 
may a|ii;ear to be required iu order to assert and 
Secure the rights of the United Ststes, so (hr as 
they arc affected by t'ae pretensions of Denmark.

I anncnuce, with mneh gratification, that, tinee 
the adjonrnment of Congres.*, t.eqncation, then ex- 
isting lictween this government and that of France, 
respecting tbe French colsuI at Sau Francisco, has 
been .satisfactorily dsteiinlned, and that the rela- 
tion t of the two governments continue to be of the 
most friendly nature.

ARMY. 

The atiny, daring t!’e past year.ha.s lieeu actively 
engaged iu defending the Indian frontier, the *tate 
of the service permitting lot few and small garri- 
sons in onr permanent fortification*. Tbe addi- 
tional regiments autbutized at the hut session ot 
Congress have been recruited and organized, and a 
large (lortion of the troops have already been sent 
to tbe field. A!I the duties which devolve on the 
military establishmcut have been satisfactorily per- 
formed, and the dangers and privation* incident to 
the character of the service required of onrtroops 
have furnished additional evidence of their courage, 
zeal, and capacity to meet any reqnwitinn which 
their conntry may make upon them. For the de- 
tails of the military operation.*, tne distribution of 
the troops, and additional provisions required for the 
military service, I refer to the report of the Kcrre- 
arv of War aud the accompanying doenment?. 

E.vperience, gathircd from events which have 
transpired since my last annual message, b. .* bnt 
served to confirm the opiuioii then expressed of the 
propriety of making provision, by a retired list, for 
disabled officers, and fur increased compensation to 
the officers retained on the list for active duty. All 
the reasons which existed, when these mcRsnre* 
were recommended on former occasions, continue 
without modification, except so far as oircumstanesa 
have given to them additional force. 

The reoommendations, heretofore made, fora par- 
tial reorgauiziitiou of tbe army are also renewed. 
The thorough elementary eJuc.ation given to those 
oflicer* who commence their service with the grade 
of cadet, qualifies them, to a conside: able extent, 
to perform the dalles of every arm of the service; 
but to give the highest efficiency to nr illery re- 
quires the practice and special study of many years; 
and it is not, therefore, believed to be advisable 
to maintain, in time of ueocc, a larger force of that 
arm than can be usually employed ia the dnties 
apperlaining to the service of field and siege artil- 
lery. 

'The dutic ; of the staff ia all its various branches, 
belong to the movements of the troops, and the ef- 
ficiency of an army in tbe field would materially de- 
pend upon tbe ability with which those dnlie* are 
discharged. It ii not, as in the case of the artillery, 
a speciMity, bnt reqnires, also, an intiioate knowl- 
edge of the duties of an officer of the line, and it is 
not doubted thut to complete tbe udneation of an 
officer for either the line or the general tfafl’, it is 
desirable that be shall have served in both. With 
this view it was recommended on a former occasion 
that tbe duties f tlie stsfi'shon'd be performed by 
details from the Line; and, with conviction of the 
advantages which would result from such achaege, 
it ii again presented for tbe consideration of Con- 
gress. 

SAfV. 

The report of the Secretary of tha Navy, here- 
with subm. tied, exhibits in full ihe naval operations 
of tUe post year, together with tbe present condi- 
tion of the service, nu l it makes suggi-stions of fur- 
ther legislation, tq which your attention is invited. 

The coustruclion of tfie six steam frigates, for 
which approjiriutions were made by the last (Con- 
gress, has proc.-eJed ia the most satisfsclorj man- 
ner, and with such expedition as to warrant the 
belief that they will be ready for service early the 
co;ning spring. Important a.* this addition to onr 
naval forces is, it still remains inadequste to the 
contingent exigiencesof tbe protection of the exten- 
sive sea coast an<I va>-t coinmercul interests of tbe 
United Slates. In view of this fact, and of the ac- 
knowledged wiedom of the policy of a gradnal and 
systematic lucre. sent' the oavy, an appropriation 
is iecottmi“nded for the construction of six steam 
slonps-of-war. 

In regard to the stejH taken in execution of the 
act of (.'ongress ti promote the efficiency of tbe 
navy, it is anucccs.*ary for me to say more than to 
expre.ss entire concurrence ia the obserratiohs on 
that subject presented by the Secretary in his re- 
port.

It will be perceived by the leport of the Post- 
master General that tbe gross expenditnre of the 
Department for tbe lost fiscal year was nine mil* 
lion, nine hundred and sixty-eight thonsand, three

I.NTERIOa. 

The report of the Secretary of the Interior will 
engage yonr attention, as -well tor nsefal sugges- 
tioui it contains, a* for the interest aud importance 
of the snbjects to which they refer. 

Tbe aggregate amonat of [ ublh; land sold during 
the last fi^l year, located with military scrip or 
land warrant.*, taken np under grants fur toads, and 
selected as swamp lauds by Mates, is twi.uty-f>nr 
million five hundred und fii'ty-sc ten thoosaLd four 
hundred aud nine acres; of which tbe portion sold 
was fifteen million .-even hnndred and twenty-nine 
thousand five hundred and twenty-four acres, yield- 
ing in receipts tlie sum of eleven Riiilio'u four hnn- 
dred and eigbty-fivs thousand three hnndred and 
eighty dollar.*. In the same period of time, eight 
million seven hu lirod and I'Acuty-three tli.'i; and 
eig'ut hundred and Cfty-fonr acres have been sur- 
veyed; but, in con.-idenition of the quantity already 
subject to entry, no additional tracts have b'.en 
brought into miirket. 

The peculiar relation of the general governraect 
to the District of Columbia render.* it pro[>er to 
cemmeud to your cart not only its material, b it si- 
s') its inoml interest*, including education, mors es- 
pecially in those parts of tbe district oulaide of th* 
cities of tVashiugiou and Georgetown. 

The commi.-'.»ioner* appointed to revise and co'dl- 
fy the laws of the District have made sneb pro- 
gress in the p rformauce of their task, as to insure 
its completion in IL* time prescribed by the act of 
t'oigres*. 

IMDIA.N DIFFICULTIES. 

Information Las recently been received that the 
peace of the settlemnnU in the Territories of < tregon 
and AVoshington is distnrbed by hostilities *u the 
part of th* IniiiuDs, with indication* of e tcisive 
com) inatioDs of a hostile character amorg the 
tribes in that quarter; tbe more serious in their 
possible effect by reason of the undetermiced for- 
eign inleresls existing in those Territories, to which 
Toor attention ba.* already been enj-ecially ievited 
Efficient measures have been taken, whicb, it is be- 
lieved, will restore qaict, oml alTbrd pio;ecti<.a to 
onr citizens. 

In the Tsrritorr o; Kansas, there have been act* 
prejudicial to good order, bnt as yet none have oc- 
curred under c1rcum.*tanccs to j istify tbe iut'-rpo- 
sition of the federal Exemtiv*. Tbat con'd only be 
in case of ou*traction to federal law, or of organ- 
ized resisLiuce to territorial law, a.*sniniQg the 
character of insarrcctian, which if it sjonhl ocenr, 
it would lie uiy d ity promptly to overcome and 
suppress. I cherish the hups, however, that the 
occoiTcuce of auj ssch untoward event will be pre- 
vented by tbe sound sen*e of the people of the 
Territory, who, by Its organic law, jiussessing tbe 
right to determine their own domchtic institut'OT s, 
are entitled, while deporting them*elves peacefully, 
to the free exercise of that right, acd mn*t he pro- 
tected in th eijuyroentof it, witho t inUrfeiLnec 
on the part of the citizens of any of the States. 

The Southern boundary .ine of this territory has 
never been surveyed and (stabiLhed. lUerapuliy 
exteiidiiig settleiuents iu that region, and tb< fact 
tbat the main route between Independence, la tlie 
State , f Missonri, and New .Mexico, u con; i; non* 
to this line suggest the probability tbat em'ourras- 
sing qui stion.* of jurisdiction may conseqn ally 
arise. For these and other conside rations, 1 com- 
mend the subject to your early attention. 

CO.NSTITCTIONAL TIIEO’Y OF THI OOVEBNH E.*T. 

I have tbns passed in review tha general state of 
the Union, inclading sneh partknlar conrerns of 
the ftderal government, whether of domestic or for- 
eign relation, as it appeared to me desirabl and 
nsefnl to bring to the apccial notice of Congress. 

Unlike the groat States of Enrope and Asia, and 
many of tho.*e of America, these United States are 
wasting their strength neither iu foreign wan or 
domestic strife. AVhatevi r tf di-scniitent or public 
dissatDfactinn exists, is attribotabletot'itchrper- 
fret ions of human nature, or is incident to ail /»v- 
ernmeat-, however j;ert‘'.ct, which human wi. ilom 
cau devise. Bach tubje-ts of political agi;uli><n a* 
at prcsi-nt ocenpy the public mind consist, to a 
great extent, of e.xaggeraiion of inevitable evils, or 
over zeal in so ia! improvement, or mere imag:na- 
tion of grievan-e, having but ren;ote count xk>n 
with anyof tbe constitntional fnactions or dnties of 
the fedeial government. To whatever extent the s-.* 
qnesti.ous exhibit a tendency mena ing to the sta- 
bility of tbe Constitution, or the integrity of the 
Union and no fuither, they demand th* consi'.'era- 
tion of the E-xecutiVt., and require to be presented 
by him to Congress. 

Before the t'lirieeu c<>1 )!.'ic > became .t ..oL.’e ieia 
tion of independent 8'. itcs, tccy were aesiciaUJ 
only hy community of ttans-atUnlic origin, br^o. 
graphical position, aud by tbe mntual tieol cjn.mon 
dependence on Great B.itain. When that ti- was 
sundered, they severally a?:>umcd tbepowl:^ and 
right* of absolufe self-government The manic ipaJ 
and social instiimions of each, its laws of prnperiy 
and of personal relation, even in its political organi. 
zati<')n, were such only a* * ch one chose to estab 
lish, wholly without interference from .my other 
In tbe language of the Declaration of Independence, 
each State bad “full power to Uvy war, conclude 
peace, contract alliances, establish commerce, tad 
to do all other act* and things which indcpondcnt 
States may of right do." The sereial e-docies dif- 
fered iu climate, iu «oil, in natural productions, io 
religion, in system of education, in legLIati'in, and 
in the forms of piditical administration; ai.d they 
Conti ued to differ in these respects when they vol- 
nntarily allied themselves ' s StaUs to carry in tbs 
war of'the revolntkin. ^ 

The object of that war was to disentaral tbe 
United Colonies from foreign mle, which '.ad pioved 
to be upprevvive, and t<> separate them peinm rnt 
Iv from the mother country; the political reiol; wan 
the foundation of afederai republic of the free white 
men of the colonics, constituted as they were, in 
distinct, and reciprocally, independent State govern- 
ments. -Vs for the subject races, whether Indian or 
African, tbe tvlic and brave statesmen of that day 
being en.gaged in n > extravagant scheme ot social 
change, left thtm,as they were, and thus pres'-rved 
themselre? and their posteri y from the ai;a:cby, 
.and the ever reenrr ng civil wars, which havi pre- 
vailed in their revolutionized Europeau oulunita of 
America. 

When the confederated States fourd it convenient 
to modify the conduions of their association, by 
giving to tbe geceral guverument direct acci»s, in 
some respects, to the people of the States as *uch 
they proceeded to frame the existing cunslitation, 
adhering steadily to one gnidiag thought, which 
wa* to delegate only such power os was nsee-sary 
and pro]>er lo the exectition of st>eciiic purp s:.s, or 
in other words, to retain as mneh a* possible, con- 
sistently with those ptirpo e*, of the indep*Ldent 
powers of the indiridiial titate. For obgecU of.-om- 
mon defence aud seenrity they intrnsted to t'ae gen- 
eral government certain carefully defined fnneiion*, 
leaving all others as the andelegatcd rights of the 
sejiarat ' independent sovereignties. 

bach is the coi stitntional theory of our govern- 
ment, the praeticai observance of wbi'h had carried 
ns, and ns alone, among modern republics, thnugb 
nearly three generationa of time withont the Costof 
one drop of blood shed in civil war With f: cedom 
and concert of action, 't has enabled os to contend 
successfnlly on the battic-fiold against foreign fo«*, 
ha.* elevat^ the teebl • colouies into powerful .■'late.*, 
and has raised our indcstrial pn dnetions, and onr 
commerce which transports them, to tbe level of 
tbe richest and the greatest nations of Enrope 
And tbe admirable adaptation of onr political in.sti- 
tions to their objf-cla, c mhining ktai «rIf-govem- 
ment with aggregate strength, has established the 
practicability of a governmeat like ours to c< rcr a 
continent with confederate States. 

The Congre.*.* of tbe United States i.*, in effect, 
that Congress of sovereignties which good men in 
the old world have sought for, and could never at- 
tain, and which imparts to America an exemption 
from the mntable leagues forcomm<jn action, from 
the wars, the matnal invasions, and vague ro .i.'o- 
tions after the balance of power, whicb convulse 
from time to time the governraents of Europe. Oar 
co-operative action rests in tbe conditions of pcima- 
nent confederation preserved by tho constitution. 
()nr balance of power ir in the separate rcs..rved 
rights of tbe States, and their equal representation 
in the Senate. That inde endent sovercigi.ty ia 
everv one of the States, with its reserved rig' ts of 
local self-government assured to each by their co- 
equal power in the Senate, wastbefandamentsK-on- 
dition of the constitution. Withent it the Union 
wonhl never have existed. 

However desirous the larger States might he lo 
recogaize tlie government so os to give lo their 
population its proportionate weight inthecomiuon 
connsels, they kne v it was impossible, uule*e they 
conceded to tlie smaller ones anthority to cx. rciao 
at least a negative iufiueuce on all the measnres of 
the government, whether legislative or exeentive, 
throttga t'aeir equal represeatatives in tbe Sen- 
ate. 

Indeed the larger Stal en themselves could not 
have failed to perceive tbat the game power was 
eqnally necessary to them, fur the socarity of their 
own domestic interests against tbe aggregate force 
of the general government. In a word, the original 
States went into this permanent league on the 
agreed premises of exerting their cominon stn th 
for the defence of the whole, aud ail its parts; but 
of excluding all capability of reciprocal aggre-'sioo. 
Each solemnly i ound ik*elf to all the others, ni itlier 
to nndertake, nor permit any encroaohmeut upon, 
or intermedd ing with another'* reserved righ *. 

Where it was deemed expedient, particalar rights 
of tbe Stat s w, re expressly guaranteed by the 
constitntioD; bnt, in all things ^ide, these rights 
were guarded by the limitation of the powers 
granted, and by b.xprtta reservation, of all powers 
not granted, in tbe c impact of naion. Thu* the 
great pow r of taxation was limited to purjM.ws of 
common defeiMe and general welfare, exchidii g ob- 
jects appertai’iing to tbe local leg'*Iutiun of the 
several -tp.tes; ;i'id those piiip Mes of general wel- 
fare and common Jef-nse w.-re afterwards defined 
by specific ennmeration, a* being niaUeis o.ily of 
eorelation between the States tbcmselve*, or lj«- 
tiveen them and foreign govemmsnts, whicli, be- 
cause of their common and general natarc, could 
not be left to the separate eontrnl of each State. 

Of the circumstao'-ej of loeai oonditicn, intrrest 
and rights in which a portion of the Skit's, consti- 
tuting one great section of the Union, diffl.re-. from 
the nst, and from another section, t e most iiopor- 
tant was the pecnliarity of a larger relative ccloreil 
opnlition in the sontbern than in the ooithern 
tales. 

-A popnlation of this cla*a, held in snbjeclion, ex- 
isted tn nearly all tbe Stati «, but was mo e imme- 
rous and of more serious conc' rnment in the .So'ith 
than in the North, on accunut of nzt'ir.-tl oitfi'it nct-s 
of climate and productioc: au-1 it was fon -len that, 
for the same reasons, while this popnlation wonld 
diminish, und, sooner or later, ccooc to exist, in 
tome 8tates, it might increase in others. The pe- 
culiar character and m.xgnitade of this question of 
local rights, not in material relations only, bat ?tiU 
mors in social ones, caused it to enter into tl;e spe- 
cial stipnlAtioDs of the Cons' itutiun. 

Hence, while the general goverament, as well by 
tbe enumerated powers g.-anted to it a* by those 
not enumerated, and therefore reftised it, was for- 
bidden to touch this mat;er tu the sense |of attack 
or offense, it was pit' ?d under the general safeguard 
of the UuioD, in th* seoje of defense ngainst either 
invasion or domestic violence, like ail other local 
interests of the several States Each State express- 
ly stipulated, as well for ittx If as for each and all of 
Us citizens, and every citizen of each Stste oecanac 
olemnly bound by his allegiance to the cocatitn- 
tion, that any pereon. held to service or labor in 
one State, escaping into another, should not, ia 
consiqoence of any law or regnlation thereof, be 
discharged from sneh seivic* or labor, bnt should 
be d> Uvered np on claim of the partv to whom such 
service or labor might be doe by the laws of hia 
■tate.

It bos been nuttor of painl'iii regret to see .'•tatw, 
eonspiouous for their iwrvices in founding tMs Re- 
public aud eqiiaily sharing iu,advan Lages, liii.-^gard 
their constitutional o' bg-aiMns to it. Alt'ioagh 
consciuiL* of their inabihty to heal aiiroitti i and 
palpable eocial evil* of tbeir own, and wbi-b are 
completely within tbeir jnriwliction, they eng ■ ye in 
tbeoffercive and hopelcMuadertaking f rvf.>-Buig 
the dumestic institatioos of other Slates wholly be- 
yond tbeir control and ombority. 

In the vain pursuit of ends, by them entire! . v un 
attainable, and which they may not legally aUrnipl 
to compass, th'y peril the very exist' uce f the 
Constitution, and all the countless benefits which it 
has conferred. While tbe people of the soiiii.ere 
States confine tbeir attention to their ow i yffairs, 
not presuming offlei usly to intermeddle wi . the 
social insiitntioLs of the Noitbcrn Btates, tin) .lar.y 
of the iuhabitants of the latter are permaoin !y or- 
ganiaed in ii»*oe!A:!OT>s to iuffet Itjury ou tbt 
former, by wrongful acij, which wonld be c«>i*s of 
war Bb between foreign powers, and only fad to I e 
yneb iu our ayiteai. ovci-ase perpetratv'l under 
cover of the Urdon. 

It is impossible to present this subject a* inwk 
and the occasion require, without noticing I be re- 
iterated, but groundless allegation, that ths .South 
has persistsntly asHctied claims and obtalacd ad- 
vantages iu tbe practical administration <>f tbe 
general government to tbe prejudioe cf tbe North, 
and in whicb the latter has acquiesced. 'Hat is, 
the btates, which either promote or toiersii- at- 
tacks on the rights of persons and of proi>«r'y la 
other States, to dUg'iiae their own injn.*' i -. . pr«-- 
tend or imagine, and conutautly aver, that t bev, 
whose C'>u.stitutional rights are thus systemat raJ^y 
afsailtd, are themselves tbe aggressors. At the 
present ihne, this tnipnted aggression, re*t" ’, as 
it doM, oi.ly in the vague, declamatory eh-i)>-s of 
political agitateis, resolvts it.«e!f into miaap-pr h«n- 
aion or nu.sinterpreta*ion of tbe principles aiu. '.icts 
of ths poUtical organizsti in of the new Ti-rrirarics 
< f the United States. 

Wh It is the voice of historyl When the inii- 
Dsnee which proviiled for tbe government o tl.e 
terriicry northwest of tbe river Ohio, and f> r h* 
eventual subdivLinn into new Sts^s, was ?.<.i pted 
in the Congret-s of the confederatAa, it is not ; > be 
supjKised, tbat tbe qnestion of fi^hoe relative p. wer, 
os between the State* which i^ftmed aad 'ao*e 
whi'ih di'l no’ retain a nam -rou* colored .-lopuls- 
tiuo, escaped notice, < ' failed D> be eor.-Ul icd. 
And yet the eonoessi >n of that vast territory t > tbe 
interest and opinions of tbe Northern States, a ; .rri 
tory now the «eat of five among the argcst i.iem- 
bers of tlie U nion, wa«, in a great measure, ; he act 
of the State of Virainia and ofthe South. 

When Lonisiana was acquired by the U. ited 
States, it was an acqubution not leas to the f irth 
than to the south, for while it was important t the 
country at the month of the river Missis'i|>,i to 
become the emporinm of the country above i.so 
also it was eren more important to the wb< Is U nk>R 
to hare that emporicm.and ol'bongh ’.he ut'V • r v- 
mce, by ica.*on of its imperfect setileir. at was 
regarded as i n the Gulf oi Mexico, yet iu f.. t it 
e.xtended to the opposite boiiudarWs of the U tied 
States, wild fur greater breadth at>ove Ibsii ) - low 
aud iruE in territory, as in everything else, tq ':tlly 
at least an accession to tbe nortiicrn Stat« *. It is 
mere delns’on and prcjnJice, thsrefoie, to -oe . v of 
Louisiana as an acquisition in the specical .at- rest 
of the south.

crence for E'lrope, an<l cmerrred from tbe s' :<io?- 
pbei-e ul tI.o.*e tran-atlAutic influe ces which -ur- 
ronuded the infant Repu'si c, and bad began t*. 'urn 
their attention to tbe fall and systematic I'ev U>p- 
ment of the internal resonree* of tbe I'niose 

Aoioog the evanescent controversies of ‘-ni:’. pe- 
riod, tbs Ko.s; eontpienocs n.-s the que ti<. i of 
regnlation by Congress of the social eoco.ti '- 1 of 
the fntnre ststes to be foonded in the terr t<- y of 
Lonsiann. 

Ihe ordinance for the government of the t i. . oty 
noiTbwe.st of Ihe jiver Ohio had >:''Dt.,iucd •. i ■ 'vi- 
sion which probil Aed tbe nsc of s«rv.ie labor br'cm. 
subject t<) the condition of the exiiaditinn t ■ ;gi- 
tivenfrora 8 rvice doe in auy other part of tie ' ri- 
led States. Snuseqiiently lo tbe ad-) tioo o! the 
Constitution, this provUion ceased toreni ..; i* a 
law; for its operstios as such was sbsolnte!> >er- 
stiied by the Constitution.

It was relnctactly Acqaie'>.'t I in 
by Sonthern .States as a sacrifice tu the Ci-'i' of 
peace and of the Uniun, not only of tbe right - uip- 
ulated by tbe treaty of Loniaiaus, bnt of the :>i 
pie of eqnaiity antong tbc states gnaranlied <•' *he 
Cooslitution. It was received b/ tbe N< ; i rn 
States with angry aad resentful eondemnuti' i nd 
complaint, becaase it did not concede all * i !cb 
they had exactingly demanded. Having eU 
through tbe foims of fegislatioc, it took it- r ice 
in the stntnte book, standing open torene.r. ' ke 
any other act of doubtful coustitutiouslily, -..'.ject 
to be pronounced nail aad void by the > Tts 
of law, and possessing no pomible efficacy t ' oo- 
trol tbe rights of the States, which might I'.i: af- 
ter bs organized out of any part of the or g oal 
t rritory of Lomniana. 

In all this, if ,ny aggression there were, nay ;n- 
novation|npon tbe pie-ezWting right*. *.o whit Ii i or- 
tioo* of the Union are they justly chargcab 
This eontioversy passed away with the oc ■' -l.'a, 
nothiug surviving it save the liormunt It'te. el' 
lie statute.

To every thougbtfal friend of the Uniou— • the 
true lovers o' tlieir eountry — to oil who lorg : ?nd 
labored for tbs fall sacctss of thin great expe meat 
of republicau io-stitutioiii — it was Ihe rsti?e f . i ut- 
nlaiion tbat sneh on opportunity bad oren :<i to 
illoMrate onr advancing power ou thin con; vuat, 
and to fnraish to the world mlditioaal asssr. ..e ' of 
the strength and stability of tbe constitntion Who 
wonld wWli to see Florida still a European c .>uy’ 
Who would rejoice to I ail Texas as n lone * 
s'ead of one 'in tl.e galaxy of States* Who 3 >e* 
not appreciate ths incalculable hnefits of <! e ac- 
qnisitiou o L-iniaisnal And yet narrow view • and 
sectional pniposcs would inevitably have ex. 'n.led 
them ail from the Union. 

But another struggle on the same point 
when onr vKtorious atmics returned from5'.v!co, 
and it devolved on CoDgrraato provtd* for t! :er- 
ritories acquired by the maty of Goadalupc ' iJa'- 
go.

Great Uritaiu ■ itli regard to the coustiuclion of 
that treaty. He rgreed generally with ad that the 
Pic.ideiit had s^t&tid, and contiasted the pacific 
character of this country with the aggies-dve policy 
always pursued by Great Britain. 

Mr. Seward inquire J whether the groun.l tal.eu 
by the British (iovernment regardiug tho con-Rruc- 
li’iin of that treaty, namely; that it was raerily pro.s- 
jKatlve in its operation, and had no reference to the 
acinal occupation, by that country, of the tiTritory 
iu question, was the' understiudiiig of tie United 
States Oovernment wlien the treaty was made, Mr. 
Clayton then being Secretary of State. 

.Mr. Clavtoti replied that it was an entirely i;ew 
coiistructioii, suiucthing of which be had never be- 
fore heard. 

The debate w as further continued a. son>eleiigth, 
and the Senate finally ailjourned until WtdncEitay.
